cau ght in the act o f stealing Bilby ’s 
chickens. 
Stewart was acco mpan­ 
ied by Cly de 
Heato n, 
his nephew, 
who 
succeeded in escaping 
while 
Bilby was telepho ning the sheriff o f 
Fav ettc co unty and a phy sician. 
Stewart and Heato n had almo st 
co mpleted their wo rk and had lo ad­ 
ed fo u r sacks o f chickens in the 
Heato n auto mo bile 
when Mr. Bilby 
interru pted them. Bilby co v ered bo th 
men with his rev o lv er and they were 
engaged in co nv ersatio n when Ste­ 
wart suddenly picked up a ro ck as 
tho ugh he intended 
hitting Bilby . 
Instead o f thro wing the ro ck he 
tu rned and started to run. 
Bilby 
declares that he called to Stewart to 
sto p and that Stewart paid no at­ 
tentio n to the warning. 
Bilby then 
fired and Stewart fell. The bullet 
entered his back near the sho ulder 
and pierced the heart. 
Bilby entered

panied by Heato n and called the 
sheriff o f Fay ette co unty .

His sudden appearance so su rprised 
Stewart and Heato n that they did 
no t attempt to run when he first ap­ 
peared. 
Sev eral wo rds were spo ken 
befo re Stewart picked up the ro ck. 
The remains o f Stewart 
were 
taken to Co nnersv ille. 
The cpro ner 
o f Fay ette co unty v isited the scene 
o f the tragedy early 
this mo rning 
and started his inquest. 
It was to 
be co ntinued to day in Co nnersv ille. 
Sentiment 
in the immediate neigh­ 
bo rho o d and also in a greater part 
o f Rush and Fay ette co unties seems 
to be with Mr. Bilby . He is a wide- 
v kno wn man and has alway s had 
go o d repu tatio n fo r peace and quie­ 
tude.

In th e midst of th e war, wh en 
oth ers were losing faith in th e gov­ 
ernment 
securities, 
DePauw 
p ur­ 
ch ased all h e could obtain. 
He be­ 
lieved th e Union would be saved, and 
from h is investment reap ed in later 
y ears a great 
h arvest. 
Entering 
new lines of business lie took over 
th e management of iron mills, wool­ 
en mills, and became 
th e 
p ioneer 
p late glass manufacturer 
of 
th e 
United States. In th is enterp rise h e 
succeeded in breaking down th e mo­ 
nop oly enjoy ed by France, Belgium 
and England. 
DePauw’s interest in 
religious education led h im to endow 
Asbury University with a h alf mil­ 
lion dollar gift, th e trustees ch anged 
its name to DePauw University . He 
died on May 4, 18 8 7 exactly th ree 
y ears to th e day , after th e Univer­ 
sity h ad been named in h is h onor.

Bilby covered both 
men with hi.s revolver and they were 
engaged in conversation when Ste- 
wart suddenly picked up a rock as 
though 
he intended 
hitting Bilby.

turned and started to run.

DePauw was employed to assist in 
provisioning and supplying the state 
troops. His succeess in this enor- 
mous undertaking stamped him as 
one of the great business men of the 
state. In the midst of (he war, when 
others were losing faith in the gov- 
ernment 
securities. DePauw pur- 


chased all he could obtain. Ue be- 
lieved the Union would be saved, and 
from his investment reaped in later 
years a great 
harvest. 
Entering 


new lines of business he took over 
the management of iron mills, wool- 
en mills, and became 
the 
pioneer 


plate glass manufacturer 
of 
the 


United States. In this enterprise he 
succeeded in breaking down the mo- 
nopoly enjoyed by France, Belgium 
and England. DePauw's interest in 
religious education led him to endow 
Asbtiry University with a halt mil- 
lion dollar gift, the trustees changed 
its name to DePauw University. He 
died on May 4. 1887 exactly three 
years to the day, after the Univer- 
ity had been named in his honor.

weeks before .the election has been 
brought about three months before 
the nominating conventions. 


The Villa raid 
upon Columbus 


New Mexico, and 
the consequent 


killing of fourteen American eiti 
zens—one of them a woman—the 
death of nine American soldiers and 
the wounding of eight othes brought 
matters to a crisis. Gen. Pershing, 
American commander—a son-in-law 
of Senator Warren of Wyoming, by 
the way, ordered his men in pursuit 
of 
the Villista bandits 
and

troops penetrated fifteen miles into 
Mexican territory.

It is essential to good health that

WOULD INVEST 40 . MILLIONS

Chicago, March 23.—Middle west- 


ern financiers today were planning 
the 
establishment 
of American 


banks in foreign countries as an aid 
to extending the overseas market of 
enterprising manufacturers. 


Arrangements are already 
being 


made for establishing one in South 
America. Illinois capital will be 
largely interested. 
John J. Arnold, 


vice-president of the First National 
bank of Chicago, declares 
that it 


probably will be located in Buenos 
Ayres. 


It is planned to locate the parent 


'bank of the foreign branch banks 
•here, as the most convenient point 
for financial and industrial inter- 
ests of the middle west. From 20 to 
forty million dollars, it was estima- 
ted, will be subscribed by from 20 
to 30 middle bankers, to back the 
proposition. 


The Federal Reserve board 
al- 


ready has recommended to congress 
that the bank act be so amended as 
to permit member banks of the fed- 
oral reserve system and the federal 
reserve banks to subscribe for and 
hold stock in institutions organized 
for the purpose of doing a banking 
"business in foreign countries.
